TALK OF RETALIATION. 


During the past week or two numerous 
cable dispatches have been received from 
abroad indicating that there was considerable 
dissatisfaction in the countries of Continental 
Europe in consequence of the passage of the 
Dingley bill. The tenor of these messages 
was to the effect that reprisals in the shape 
of new restrictions and embargos were under 
consideration and would be 


as soon as possible. 


made operative 
This whole question now 
resolves itself into an adjustment by these 
countries of the relative values of their ex- 
ports to this country and imports from it. 
Then if they find it to their advantage to 
adopt further restrictions against the im- 
portation of American pork products, ete., 
they shall certainly not be slow in giving 
them effect. In the meantime the considera- 
tion of the question has not gone much be- 
yond the talking stage and even in this re- 
spect the anger of our German cousins ap- 
pears to have cooled off considerably. The 
tariff has certainly given provocation and 
may ultimately result in our export relations 
with Europe being materially hampered, but 
the question is still an open one as to whether 
or not European countries can afford to put 
down the screws on our imports and provoke 
the United States into what we might term a 
commercial war or a struggle for commercial 
supremacy in which the side which has the 
longest end of the stick would be victorious. 
The consideration of this phase of the situa- 
tion accounts for the calm which we notice 
has followed the stormy 
have deen made by 


utterances which 
European statesmen in 
the past few months. We would be glad that 
we could be positive in our belief that this 
country in reality has the long end of the 
stick, but it is well not to be too optimistic. 
We may hear of no new forms of retaliation 
or the promulgation of new restrictive enact 
ments, but if American merchants can break 
through the barriers of red tape and other 
forms of nonsense which beset American 
commercial progress in Continental Europe 
and investigate these matters personally, as 
has a representative of this paper recently, 
it will be found that although some of these 
barriers are local in character they are not 
governed entirely by the State, but at the 
same time it will also be found that it is al- 
most about as difficult to place a pound of 
American bacon on the table of the German 
consumer as it is to reach the Klondike gold 
fields on a bicycle. If these conditions are 
made any worse than they are now and have 
been for some time, then it seems to us to be 
the plain duty of our Government to raise the 
issue and see it through to the end.

THE LIFE OF MEAT. 


Our esteemed contemporary, Ice and Re- 
frigeration, does not let an opportunity pass 
to show us “the right way” whenever we 
have strayed from the path of knowledge. 
May we be permitted to reciprocate in kind 
by giving to our friends some information 
which may be utilized for the benefit of the 
readers of said valuable and popular journal.

“Properly frozen, it could 
be kept for six months (and even longer), as 
long as it is kept below the freezing point; 
after it is thawed out, however, which must 
be done very carefully, it should be consumed 
as quickly as possible.” 

May we inform our esteemed friends that 
dressed meat as shipped from Chicago, New 
York and Kansas City to England is never 
frozen, but merely chilled at a temperature 
near the freezing point, and that it does not 
keep for more than eight days when once 
taken out of the refrigerated chambers of the 
steamer and put on sale. If frozen, as Aus- 
tralian beef and mutton is sent to England, it 
will in a temperature below freezing undoubt- 
edly keep for an indefinite period. EXxperi- 
ments which were made with frozen ribs 
(beef) some years ago in New York, showed 
that while those that were frozen at a very 
low temperature (10 degrees F.), and kept 
therein, had lost in taste and flavor and ap- 
somewhat after six months (but 
were perfectly fresh and palatable). Such as 
had been frozen at temperatures ranging 
from 20 degrees I’. to 10 degrees F. and had 
then been kept at 26 degrees or 28 degrees F. 
were, when thawed out, as juicy and tasty as 
fresh meat after six, nine and twelve months, 
and some after a longer period. ‘The appear 
ance of the meat was rosy, and it was per 
fectly salable and desirable. It cannot be 
recommended to freeze beef in quarters. 
Smaller cuts, however, may be frozen, and 
are marketable in that condition.

Colorado raises cattle for export, and pays 
freight by rail and water to Liverpool upon 
the blood, hoofs, horns and entrails of the 
animals, and then buys back this refuse, in 
the shape of cyanide of potassium, the pro 
duct of European labor, at_a cost of 26 cents 
a pound in New York! Colorado buys this 
commodity in carload lots, paying first-class 
freight upon it from the seaboard, and Ger- 
man and Scotch manufacturers are growing 
rich from the industry of supplying us with 
this easily made article, the raw product of 
which we supply them with. 

Note that it is our product, 
pay the freight on it both ways. 

Note that German laborers are doing the 
work of transforming these crude materials 
into the finished product, while a great many 
men in this State are idle, and some of them 
hungry. 

Note that there is a vast amount of idle 
money tied up in the banks of this city, the 
owners of it not knowing how to put it to 
practical and profitable use, and all waiting 
for foreign capital to come in and restore 
prosperity. 

What is true of cyanide is also true of forty 
other articles of daily necessity in the home 
and in the factories and places of business of 
our people. 

What Denver and Colorado most needs at 
this juncture is a revival of the spirit of 
“git-up-and-git” that distinguished our State 
seven, eight or ten years ago. And that is 
about all that is needed. The conditions of 
prosperity are already here, only waiting to 
be taken advantage of. Let us not wait for 
somebody else to come in and start the ball 
rolling. Let us start it ourselves. It is our 
ball, and we've got the right.of way.—Denver 
(Col.) Times.

The National Convention of the Retail 
Butchers’ Protective Association of the 
United States will be held in Springfield, 
Mass., on Tuesday and Wednesday next, Aug.

The members of the organization and those 
who are interested in its spread and perpetu 
ity should look to it that the association is 
intellgently officered and by men whose main 
attribute is good sound common sense.

Substantial headway has been made 
by the progressive members of the New York 
State branch, and its delegates and officers 
are undoubtedly good business men, who have 
the interest of the association well to heart, 
as will be seen, when we assert that the mem- 
bers of the New York State branch alone are 
more in number than all the other States com- 
bined. Still there is much good work to be 
done, and it must be acknowledged that these 
conventions of argument, and sound reasoning 
of the grievances of the retail butchers, and 
their remedy, in a calm, dignified, business- 
like way, are better than individual mud 
throwing at the wholesaler, which more often 
recoils upon the head of the thrower.

Californian, Oregonian and Washington 
packers will have no trouble in working off 
their surplus stocks with parties going to the 
Alaska gold regions. We are advised that 
not alone are the packing houses in the 
States named increasing the output ftom 
their own plants, but have also placed large 
orders in Chicago, Kansas City and Omaha 


The usual number of remedies for hog 
cholera are going the rounds of the agricul- 
tural press. Very good. It is always well 
to have a remedy where disease exists. In 
the meantime, however, reports of outbreaks 
are exceedingly few, and it, therefore, seems 
to us that it is better policy to talk preven- 
tion just now instead of remedy. The old 
adage still holds good.

A calfskin, according to our ideas, is as 
much a hide as it is possible for a hide to be, 
and the fact that the term “skin” is used is 
accounted for, so that they may be distin- 
xuished in the matter of classification. The 
Secretary of the Treasury agrees with us in 
this, which shows that he has lived in Chi- 
eago to some purpose. The trouble, however, 
which has come up about calfskins in the new 
tariff is another evidence of the drawbacks of 
hasty legislation and the necessity for a clear 
detinition of all goods affected.

WEEKLY REVIEW. 


WHY HOG PRODUCTS DO NOT FOL- 
LOW GRAIN. 

There has probably been no more disap- 
pointing market to the bull element in specu- 
lation than that for hog products during the 
last six months. It was one of the first to be 
selected for a boom when the long expected 
and long delayed “revival of prosperity” 
should begin, as prices were low, demand at 
the maximum and the trade ready to follow 
any bull leader. But they waited until the 
stock market had gotten well under way on 
the up grade of “coming prosperity,” and no 
Moses appeared. Then the corn market was 
seized by speculators for a rise, because, like 
hogs, too low, even if plentiful, helped by the 
lateness of the planting and the backward 
condition of the crop, rendering its maturity 
more doubtful than usual and the prospects 
less favorable for a big crop than for the last 
two years. For a time hog products sympa- 
thized with this movement in corn, as they 
naturally should, and the bulls appeared for 
a time also to have found a leader. But he 
soon disappointed them, and for the past 
month or so has been the most persistent 
and free seller of the whole list, until those 
who supposed they were following him for 
the big advance predicted while he was talk- 
ing bullish, have become discouraged and 
have been or are gradually throwing over 
their long stuff. And this, too, in face of a 
later and bigger boom in wheat than*in any 
of our farm products, on account of a greater 
deficit in the crops of other countries, even 
than a year ago, which renders Europe more 
dependent upon the United States this year, 
both for her food and feed supplies than 
since it lost its supremacy in the markets of 
the world for these products, about a decade 
and a half ago. Not only is this true of 
wheat and corn, our two great cereal export 
staples, but of rye, oats, barley and mill feeds, 
as well as flour, of all of which she must 
draw more from us than a year ago, even, 
when she took more than for any year 
in ten last past. Nor is this all; as 
before noted in this article, Europe is 
materially short of native live stock, 
and especially hogs, as compared with last 
year, while her supply was abnormally aug- 
mented by short feed crops and an unusual 
slaughter of domestic animals of all kinds 
after her own crops were consumed. This 





fact is well known in the provision trade, and 
by no one better than by the packers, who 
have so generally and perisistently remained 
on the bear side of hog products all this sea- 
son. This condition of affairs would seem to 
insure us as big demand for both our beef 
and hog products this year as we are from 
cereal products, in which latter we have al- 
ready had a sharp advance and active mar- 
kets. What then is holding back hog prod- 
ucts? Large stocks at home and abroad is 
the first and long standing reply. But the 
same was and still is true of corn and of 
other grains, so far as our crop is concerned, 
and these markets have advanced and hold 
the improvement, while a smaller corn crop 
than last year, as has been predicted, would 
mean a smaller hog crop also. We are now 
within one month of autumn trade, and with- 
in two of the time named by exporters when 
stocks of American hog products on the other 
side will become reduced to a point that will 
compel her to become a more free buyer here 
right along. No one claims that hogs and 
their products are relatively higher than corn, 
and hence held above their legitimate level. 
There can be nothing abnormal or unhealthy 
therefore in the position of hog products. 
Then why do they not advance with other 
allied products, including beef, and hold the 
advance? Because the packers, or some of 
them, are not yet ready for an advance, and 
may not be until we get into the last half of 
the next winter’s packing season and they 
have secured the bulk of the hog crop without 
advancing prices materially, as would a sharp 
advance in hog products now. This is un- 
doubtedly the reason the legitimate strength 
of the situation in these markets does not as- 
sert itself, and why hog products do not ad- 
vance with grain, as they naturally should

lie down together, which can hardly be ex- 
pected even in the closing years of the nine- 
teenth century. Such a state of affairs would 
more likely be attributed by the unbelieving 
to a packers’ combine against the,farmer to 
keep down the price of hogs the coming sea- 
son. At all events, the situation is sound, and 
investments in hog products at present prices 
ought to pay a profit later on, if not in the 
near future, for prices are too low to remain 
much longer. 

During the month of July the speculative 
markets in Chicago advanced only about 4c. 
per ID on an average. Suyplies of hogs have 
been somewhat liberal the past week, as har- 
vesting of winter wheat and oats has been 
nearly ended and permitted a more free move- 
ment. But packers have continued to take 
them all with apparent confidence in the fu- 
ture of prices, as they have done for the long 
weary months in which they have been bear- 
ing products, The average weight of hogs still 
continues to fall behind that of a year ago, 
indicating closer marketing this year than 
last, ever if their numbers still exceed those 
of a year ago. Exports of lard have shown 
an increase of late, while meats continue to 
go out freely, though there was not much 
change in stocks West for the month, of 
about 100,000 TI) contract and 20,000 old pork; 
245,000 tes. contract and 43,000 tes. old lard, 
and 37,000,000 ID of ribs. There has been a 
fair cash demand for meats, especially at the 
West for the grain harvest sections, while 
English buyers have taken fairly of spot 
stuff as well as of future, of which they were 
steady buyers last week in Chicago. 











On Saturday last little was done, as usual, 
though hogs were 5@10c. higher in that mar- 
ket on 12,000, instead of 15,000 receipts esti- 
mated. Pork opened higher at $8 for Septem- 
ber, but lost 15c., closing $7.85; lard, Septem- 
ber, opened 4.3244, sold at 4.37%, and closed 
4.30; ribs, September, opened 4.7214, sold 
4.6744, and closed 4.70. The early strength 
was with hogs and wheat and an attempt to 
run in the Saturday shorts. But the latter 
failed. In New York 400 bbls. spot pork were 
jobbed at former quotations. Cash lard was 
nominal at about 4.52% for Western in tes., 
4.22% in tanks, 4.10@4.12%4 for city of refin- 
ing grades, while refined for Continent was 
advanced to 4.80 with Western without much 
doing; 5.25 for South America and 6.35 for 
Brazil. Neutral was also advanced to 54 
West and 54@5% New York on a moderate 
demand, only. July receipts of hogs at Chi- 
eago were 601,658 of 238 ID average, against 
249 ID a year ago, or 11 ID less. 

On Monday 46,000 hogs showed up in Chi- 
cago, against 27,000 estimated, and this set 
the pace for the market for products, helped 
by an easier wheat market, though they did 
not rally with it later, on bad weather re- 
ports Northwest, and pork closed 5e. off for 
the day, lard 7c. and ribs 244c., after a fair 
trade, and 244@5c. over the early bottom 
Cash lard sold in New York at 4.10 
for refining, 4.50 in tierces for Western, 4.20 
in tanks, 4.40@4.45 for iron-bound city; 
South American refined lard quoted back to 
de., or Ye. off Saturday’s nominal price; 200 
to 300 bbls. pork sold at $8@$8.50 for old 
S9.50G$10 for new; city hams and 
shoulders continued easy at old quotations, as 
they have done of late, with sales of 2,000 to 
3,000 pieces each per day at 844@9ec. and 5@ 
54c. respectively. But bellies hold firm at 
late advance on the continued substitution of 
them in the shape of “breakfast bacon’ for 
hams at the difference in price. These cuts 
are therefore sold up close by city cutters, 
while their hams and shoulders accumulate.

Tuesday's speculative markets West opened 
with a right-about face, ostensibly on lighter 
receipts of hogs, yet they were liberal at the 
far West and only 2,000 under estimates at 
Chicago, though the grain markets again were 
higher. But all these conditions have pre- 
vailed for the greater part of the past month 
without more than fractionally and only tem- 
porarily affecting prices. The only new fea- 
tures were a decrease of 18,000,000 ID in the 
stocks of meats at Chicago for July, being 
146,000,000 Ib, or only 2,000,000 more than a 
year ago, while general stocks were declared 
to have decreased more than expected. Yet 
this is what was predicted in this article a 
month ago, when we stated that with the first 
of that month (July) we had probably seen 
maximum stocks on this crop. But the fact 
appeared to be that the outside public bought 
enough stuff on Tuesday to frighten the pro- 
fessional shorts and packers into covering, if 
not to convert them to the bull side, for fear 
that the boom in the grain and stock markets 
will take provisions also out of the hands of 
the professional bear manipulators—the 
who have held it down for six 
months past or more. At all events, outside 
buying started the markets 744@10c. up on 
products and the professionals followed until 
the top, when Counselman and Wolff sold ribs 
and lard. But the whole list closed at the top 
of the day and 25c. up on September pork, 
1244c. on September lard and ribs, in spite of 
the selling of the big commission men and 
brokers of packers. Cash speculative articles 
advanced partially only with futures, but 
lard was inactive at the advance to 4.60 
asked in tanks, 4.15@4.17\% for city for refin- 
ing and 4.50@4.55 iron-bound, with only a 
small refining demand reported. Refined was 
advanced with raw to 4.95 Continent, 5.25

South America and 6.35 for Brazil; also com- 
pound was held higher at 4% for city, 4K%@ 
4, for Western. But pork was unusually ac- 
tive, both for local and export account, nearly 
2,000 bbls. selling at stronger prices within 
the range of $8.25@$8.75 for old mess, $9.25 
@ $9.50 for new mess and family and $9@ 
$11 for clear. 


Wednesday’s markets opened higher again 
on a repetition of Tuesday’s features, and ad- 
vanced 15 on pork, 10 on ribs and 7% on lard, 
when realizing sales, which caused a loss of 
the early gain on pork, 5c. reaction on ribs, 
while lard held steady on the reduction of 
16,000 tes. in the world’s supply for July. 
leaving 577,000 tes., against 624,000 last year, 
or 47,000 tes. less, notwithstanding the buga- 
boo of enormous stocks of lard used to fright- 
en off investors this year. Yet, in face of this 
“realizing” and hammering of bears and their 
brokers, pork closed Wednesday in Chicago 
within 2c. of the top and 25c. up for the 
day; lard at top and 17\4c. up, ribs 24e. off 
top and 17%e. over Tuesday's close, after an 
active and widening market, helped by the 
wheat market on rains in the drought sections 
in the Southwest. But higher spot prices 
checked demand at New York, Western lari 
being held at 4.80, city 4.25, refined Continent 
5.70, South American 5.50 and Brazil 6.55. 
Pork was held 25c. higher, as a rule. Meats 
were stronger, but only a jobbing trade was 
reported at New York, and a quiet trade at 
the West. 

Beef products have beem stronger with hog 
products in part, but chiefly on light supplies 
of most kinds, owing to the continued scarcity 
of cattle. Especially have beef hams ad- 
vanced on rather more inquiry to $26 asked 
Chicago, and $27 cost and freight New York 
for new. But business is small at these 
fancy prices, with other meats relatively low. 
A good summer demand has been experi- 
enced in city packed beef at our closing quo- 
tations.

WEEKLY REVIEW. 


TALLOW—A dull, stronger market has 
been the feature of the past week, buyers 
holding off, except as compelled to fill some 
July shipments of city stock for small 
amounts, while melters have demanded more 
money for this grade, on light production and 
confidence in the future of prices, helped 
somewhat by the continued strength in cot- 
tonseed oil at the late quite sharp advance, 
and partly in sympathy with the greater con- 
fidence of late in lard. But consumption has 
fallen behind production again since export- 
ers withdrew from the market nearly a month 
ago, and left our market in the position it 
gets into every time holders attempt to force 
prices higher than exporters can go. For the 
situation is unchanged; that is, our production 
is steadily in excess of home consumption, 
which has itself been rather under the aver- 
age so far this season. But it proved there 
were a few export orders for city stock in the 
market, supposed to be to cover short sales 
of certain brands, for which 34c. was paid 
early in the week to the extent of 100 hhds., 
after which another 100 brought 3%c., and 
that was reported bid, with 34c. asked. What 
market could pay this advance is not known, 
as both the English and French markets 
have been reported well supplied by Aus- 
tralian, both on the spot and on the way, to 
an extent that was believed to relieve them 
independently of American for the present. 
At this writing the mystery of this advance 
and of these sales at the higher range is not 
fully explained. As to the lard demand, it is 
of a moderate character, as it has been for 
some time past, and supplied by country ar- 
rivals which have been fairly well absorbed 
at 34%@3%c., as to quality, and to the extent 
of about 100,000 Ib daily have been taken by 
New York soap makers, or little more than of 
late. At other seaports a similar condition of 
things exists, while a small local and export 
trade is all that has been reported to this 
writing, and at old prices. Interior markeis 
have also remained quiet and unchanged, as 
the purchases of one or two months ago by 
leading soap makers are not yet exhausted, 
and they are only occasional buyers of small 
lots that come on the market at old figures. 
No large transactions and no general activity 
has been reported in any of the leading West- 
ern markets, and New York is the only one 
that has shown any advance in prices, and 
that only on small sales of special brands, so 
far as reported. Hence the 4c. advance in 
city tallow must be regarded as due to special 
rather than general causes, and not as a re- 
sult of the general position of the market at 
home or abroad. 

STEARINES have been even more slow 
than tallow, lard having been practically a 
blank at the late advance asked, though not 
obtained, so far as reported, city in New York 
being held at 55%@5%c. and Western at 
5%c., though it was by no means certain that 
anything could be done at either figure for 
either grade. Lard refiners are doing little, 
and that is provided for by old purchases, 
while exporters appear to be out of the mar- 
ket for lard, as well as oleo stock, the latter 
of which has been accumulating now some 
two months at the West, or since the last 
heavy export purchases were made for the 


French and Austrian candle makers. Hence 
there have 
Chicago without export demand and only a 
small demand from local compound lard re- 
finers. The New York market has not so 
large accumulations, but it has been equally 
without an outlet of any importance, and is 
easy with the West. Grease stearines seem 
still to be neglected by exporters, so far as 
reported; and unless more business has been 
done than has been reported in New York 
the past month there must be considerable 
accumulations of these low grades of stear- 
ines, as well as of the higher. 

OLEO OILS have been dull at the late ad- 
vance in Rotterdam, notwithstanding stocks 
there are still light, but shipments on the way 
on old July contracts are quite free, and keep 
that market supplied for its~ near future 
wants, as shipments via the chief Atlantic 
ports, especially Baltimore, have been quite 
large. Top brands, however, are still quoted 
at 40 florins, and from that all the way down 
to 30 florins for off grades, and midway be- 
tween these figures for second grades. 

GREASES have been held a trifle firmer 
in absence of any important home or export 
demand reported, ostensibly in sympathy with 
lard and other soap stocks. But there seems 
hardly enough “sympathy” between them, 
with the present supply, which is ample, and 
demand, which is moderate, to call the market 
really any better. In fact, the whole soap 
stock market is afflicted with “midsummer” 
stagnation, and it takes more than one or two 
solitary buyers of small lots to infuse enough 
life into any of them to advance prices, ex- 
cept under exceptional and rare conditions. 

ANIMAL OILS have stood much in the 
same position as other markets for animal 
fats. It is the dull season, and weather is too 
hot to offer any inducement to anticipate fall 
trade, no matter what its prospects may be. 
The late advance in lard has made holders of 
lard oil firm in their asking prices. But buy- 
ers have shown no disposition of late to dis- 
count future wants, looking to higher prices, 
especially since the lard market itself hangs 
fire. Only a fair jobbing trade at our quota- 
tions in this or other oils is therefore re- 
ported. 

Tuesday’s market was firm on city tallow 
at the previous advance to 3%c. in hhds., at 
which 100 to 200 hhds. more were sold. But 
tierce stock, which was lately in demand for 
French markets has not advanced with hhds., 
indicating that the demand that has caused 
the week’s advance did not come from France 
or that it was to cover old short sales in hhds. 
Little reported in so-called edible, and it is 
quoted 4c. above picnic nominally. Country 
steady, but does not advance with city. Lard 
stearine was held higher with the advance in 
lard at 54@5%e. for city and 55<c. for West- 
ern without reported sales. Oleo stearines were 
still neglected and with continued accumu- 
lations there was more pressure to sell, espe- 
cially West at 4%c. Oleo oil broke to 38 
florins in Rotterdam for the best brands, with 
sales of 400 bbls. at that down to 34 florins 
for second brands down to third rate brands.

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CHICAGO LIVE STOCK REVIEW.

HOGS.—The record breaking receipts of 
hogs on Monday for any single day in August 
more fully illustrated the fact that we have 
endeavored to portray that the consumptive 
demand for hogs and their products was the 
largest in the history of the business. As 
usual, under similar circumstances, the mar- 
ket on that day opened weak, and quite a 
good many early sales were made at a decline 
of 10@15c., but the salesmen who were thor- 
oughly alive to the situation succeeded in dis- 
posing of their consignments at a decline of 
5@10c., according to weights and quality. 
Yesterday the receipts fell off to about normal 
numbers, and the full decline noted on Mon- 
day was regained, with the quality about the 
poorest of any day this season. Since Tues- 
day the receipts have been comparatively 
moderate and the quality only fair—a larger 
percentage of light and brood sows among the 
offerings. Speculation has at last gotten into 
the provision market and, as we have sug- 
gested for several months, it has been only a 
question of time to bring about a higher range 
of prices for both hogs and provisions. Con- 
sumers who have kept abreast of the times 
have been taking the provisions as fast as 
they could handle them, and while present 
prices are high compared with last year, and 
are considerable higher than they were two 
months ago, we do not consider them out of 
line with the improved conditions of trade and 
the advancing tendency of the times. We al- 
ways believe in following a conservative 
policy and do not believe in discounting the 
future, as a rule, and we still advise our 
readers to use good judgment, watch the pi®- 
vision market closely, and keep their stock 
moving as fast as it is ready for market. We 
have confidence in the future market, and we 
would not be surprised to see hogs sell still 
higher before the fall movement begins. We 
look for liberal receipts, however, and still be- 
lieve the summer supplies at all markets wiil 
show a fair increase, compared with last year. 


CATTLE.—Receipts of cattle this week 
were larger at all the Western markets—a 
good share of the increase being range cattle 
from the Southwest and the Northwest. The 
Northwestern range cattle are not in very 
good condition, but are selling fairly well. 
Strictly choice dry fed native cattle are not 
plentiful and are bringing good prices, and 
the outlook is still favorable for about steady 
prices for such cattle. Stockers and feeding 
cattle ruled 15@25c. lower during the week, 
but the recent rains will doubtless stimulate 
the demand, and we look for a stronger mar- 
ket next week. The advance in the price of 
hogs will have a tendency to stimulate prices 
for beef cattle. 


SHEEP AND LAMBS.—As we have pre- 
dicted for some weeks, the receipts of sheep 
and lambs continue to increase as the move- 
ment is quite free from the range countries. 
The lamb market declined 20@40c. during the 
week especially for the fair to good grades. 
Sheep declined anywhere from 15@35c.—the 
greatest decline being on Westerns of only 
fair saa. There are a fair number of feed- 
ing sheep and lambs among the arrivals, but 
pe es is good and prices are well sus- 
ained.

PACKER HIDES.—The market has re- 
gained its strength and the temporary weak- 
ness of the past two weeks has ceased to be. 
This can probably be ascribed to the settle- 
ment of the tariff question, as the much- 
talked-of advance in leather is as yet merely 
a project. There is a surfeit of leather offer- 
ing at old prices. It is, however, undoubted- 
ly true that every effort has been as is being 
made to effect an increase in sole leather 
prices. The large buyers have returned to 
the market and have bought liberally at rul- 
ing quotations. Despite the somewhat du- 
bious leather outlook it would seem as 
though the packers would set the pace (and 
the price) for the present anyway. The 
following quotations reflect the strength of 
the market: 

No. 1 NATIVES, 60 ID and up, have had a 
good call at 104@10%c. 

No. 1 BUTT-BRANDED, 60 ID and up, 
sold largély at 9c. 

COLORADO STEERS have been in active 
request, between 6,500 and 7,000 hides hav- 
ing been sold last week at 9c. 

No. 1 TEXAS STEERS, 60 ID and up, sold 
heavily at 10%c., and are now offering at 
10'%4c.

KANSAS CITY. 


Notwithstanding the heavy pressure of the 
tanners to force the hide values to a lower 
level, at present writing the packers still have 
the best of the market. The Trust and other 
large tanners came into the market and pur- 
chased hides very freely during the past 
week in the four leading markets, branded 


stock receiving the most attention. In fact, 
judging from all standpoints, the position of 
branded stock seems to be firmly en- 
trenched; as usual, the unexpected may hap- 
pen, but the condition of the country at pres- 
ent writing is very different from that of one 
year ago; confidence in the money question 
fully assured; credit ample for all legitimate 
business, and a great many more people are 
working than heretofore; should the striking 
miners win their victory, there is no doubt 
but that there will be a stiff demand for all 
leather products. Once the laboring men are 
employed they will demand boots and shoes, 
and that in large quantities. It is noticeable 
that the slaughter of cattle in the last couple 
of years has not inereased according to the 
ratio of our population. This, to be sure, very 
naturally can be accounted for by the low 
prices on pork products, and also the im- 
mense quantity of sheep that have been 
slaughtered in the past year. Owing to the 
financial condition of the poorer classes, both 
pork and mutton, being cheaper articles, over- 
shadowed the sale of beef, and as the pack- 
ers will not kill for the hides, but for the 
beef alone, there is no marked increase’ of 
eattle slaughtered. Now, as the protective 
tariff on wool is a fact, therefore on sheep it 
is reasonable to suppose that they will no 
longer be sacrificed in such large numbers. 
The working people will therefore either be 
forced to still increase their consumption of 
pork, or, if times get better, they will de- 
mand good beefsteaks; more hides for sale— 
but it must also be remembered that the lab- 
oring men will demand a larger quantity of 
leather. From present outlook it would there- 
fore seem'as if hides would continue fairly 
steady at abéut present values. It is only 
natural, jf the packers would try to force up 
prices of hides, there should be a shortage of 
any one line of hides, but the present price 
being so high, very few packers will care to 
speculate or hold their hides. They are get- 
ting a good price for them, and the shrewdest 
of the operators will not risk losing a good 
thing, selling at present prices. The packers 
are sharp enough to know that during the 
hot weather hides cure very rapidly, and if 
held too long the shrinkage is great, and 
every pound lost above actual cure at present 
high prices means about ce. less per ID. 
SHBEPSKINS.—There is little to report on 
the sheepskin market, except that everything 
that is offered is met with a ready sale, and 
mixed lots are readily sold at 42%4c. each. The 
supply is not enough to meet the demand. 


BOSTON. 


Traffic is impeded by the usual difference 
of opinion as to values. Both holders and 
buyers appear to “have the courage of their 
convictions,” as neither are disposed to con- 
cession. In these times it seems rather too 
bad to let a small fraction of a cent inter- 
fere with business, and a mutual concession 
would probably prove to be a mutual ad- 
vantage. We quote:

SUMMARY. 


Hide prices have readvanced and the pro- 
verbial “I told you so” of the triumphant 
packer is still sounding in the ears of dis- 
gusted tanners as a sort of death knell of 
lower prices. There was a material question 
as to how the cat would jump. The fickle 
feline has jumped, and the question is settled. 
The scarcity of stock and the settlement of 
the tariff are probably the main factors to 
the new advance. As stated in the Chicago 
market, the advance in the price of leather 
is a mere project as yet, although every pos- 
sible effort will be made to secure higher 
prices very shortly. It is true that the Trust 
has nominally advanced its prices, but equal- 
ly true that there is plenty of sole leather for 
existing demands to be had at old prices. A 
quarter of a cent has done all sorts of things 
to the Boston market, and a difference of 
this amount per pound is said to have pre- 
vented the consummation of a large deal. It 
is eminently characteristic of the Hubites to 
indulge in a time-consuming controversy over 
prices until they alter one way or the other. 
This tendency has acted to the detriment of 
the Eastern contingent and prolific of op- 
portunity to their less conservative Western 
brethren, who are never slow to avail them- 
selves of chances. Philadelphia tanners are 
holding off in the evident anticipation of bet- 
ter terms, despite the lightness of receipts, 
the superiority of the stock and the independ- 
ent attitude of holders. The present week has 
not been an auspicious one in New York, com- 
paratively little stock having changed hands. 
The company has bought a great majority of 
the hides sold, and have manifested a decided 
preference for branded stock. Notwithstand- 
ing the dearth of trade the market has 
gained new vigor.

COTTONSEED OIL. 


WEEKLY REVIEW. 
A STRONG BUT DULL MARKET 


has been the feature of the week in cotton oil. 
The activity of a week ago, which was due 
largely to covering of July short sales to the 
other side by exporters, has been succeeded, 
as usual, by a lull in the demand without any 
real change in the situation at home or 
abroad. Indeed, the markets on both sides of 
the Atlantic have been quoted firm at last 
week’s advance; yet there has been little de- 
mand, as that which was at all urgent was 
filled last week. Stocks, however, are light, as 
a rule, in both home and foreign markets, and 
holders appear to be masters of the situation 
until another crop becomes available. Es- 
pecially are French stocks reported light of 
this, though not of other soap materials, in 
which the late advance has been much less 
than in cotton oil. Hence the consumption of 
the latter has no doubt been curtailed, and a 
little will go further than usual. But the Eng- 
lish markets have advanced in proportion, on 
Egyptian oil partly, on reducing supplies, and 
in fact, on account of the late sharp advance 
in ocean freights from both Atlantic and Gulf 
ports, in consequence of the unusual demand 
for grain room from both, to the Continental 
as well as English ports. This makes the ad- 
vance in cost of American oil on the other 
side nearly if not quite double that here, 
which is reason enough for a light export de- 
mand hence, especially following that of last 
week to fill July contracts. Of course, home 
consumption is also checked by this greater 
advance in cotton oil than in other soap 
stocks, as well as that abroad. But stocks are 
sufficiently less than a year ago to offset this

Yet 
there is a certain amount of business that can 
be counted upon by the holders of these light 
stocks, which are unusually well concentrated 
in one or two hands, and they have no doubt 
figured closely on the supply and demand to 
next crop, which is still late and likely to 
show reduced estimates in the Southwest, and 
especially in Texas, where severe drought has 
caused increasing fears of a short crop in 
some important sections of that State, if not 
in Arkansas and Louisiana. Hence it will be 
seen that the chances are rather on the sell- 
ers’ than buyers’ side for the balance of the 
old crop, notwithstanding the last sharp ad- 
vance and the consequent reduced demand. 
Indeed, it may fairly be questioned if present 
prices will preve above a new crop basis, on 
the present crop outlook, though the move- 
ment of prices in cotton itself has not yet 
been such as to indicate general fear of any 
serious shortage in the crop at large. It is 
claimed in some quarters that the late rate of 
exports will not be kept up the balance of 
this crop. for the reason that exporters have 
become tired of selling our market short and 
covering each month at a loss, as they have 
been doing for some months past, and that 
they have no further outstanding short con- 
tracts, and that no further business of im- 
portance for export can be expected until for- 
eign markets come up to a parity with ours, 
including the late advance in ocean freights, 
as well as in our market. 

Sales since our last have been as follows: 
Late Friday a week at New York 800 bbls. 
prime summer yellow, 25c. dock, 254¢c. f. o 
b., part export, and later 500 do., 25c.; 800 
bbls. prime winter yellow at 3144c., with busi- 
ness at the South checked by higher ocean 
freights. Butter oils strong and scarce, with 
good demand, as well as for winter yellow. 

On Saturday, as usual, no new business was 
reported, but it was said that at the prices of 
Friday more could have been sold, while hold- 
ers did not offer, except at a further advance.

Frankfort-on-Main, July 27, 1897. 

I expect it will be of interest to our Ameri- 
can slaughterers and butchers to know the 
wholesale and retail prices of cattle and meats 
as published by the market police and the 
butcher guilds. This publication takes place 
once a week, and is official for all transac- 
tions, and final for all disputes. Here it is:

It 
may not be generally known that the German 
housewife does not do her marketing in the 
same manner as the American lady does, viz., 
going to the same butcher shop and meat 
market every day and ordering beef, veal, 
pork or mutton according to her desire.

BIG INCREASE IN EXPORTS. 


Washington, Aug. 4 —Corrected tables 
about to be published by the Bureau of Sta- 
tistics will show that the fiscal year ended 
June 30 was the largest in the history of do- 
mestic exports, the value of which reached 
$1,032,001,300. The next largest was the 
year 1892, when they amounted to $1,015,- 
732,011. The increase last year over exports 
of the preceding year amounted to $168,S00,- 
813. For the fiscal year ended June 30, 1896,

THE CURING OF MEATS. 


By a U. 8S. Department of Agriculture Special 
Inspector. 
(Concluded from last week.) 

Fresh canned meat is first cooked in boil- 
ing water from one-half to three-fourths of 
an hour. It is then placed in cans and is 
cooked again in steam retorts 240° F. from 
one to three hours, according to the size of 
the can. It is then taken out of the retort 
and the can opened to allow the escape of 
air, water, etc. It is then resealed and 
cooked the second time at the same tempera- 
ture and for about the same length of time. 
The cans which seem to contain air after 
the second cooking are again opened and 
sealed. Salt canned meat is also cooked in 
this manner. A secret process is used for pre- 
serving hog livers. Livers cured in this man- 
ner are shipped to Germany and are said to 
present an almost fresh appearance upon their 
arrival. The shippers, who are Germans, pre- 
serve the livers themselves, but will not re- 
veal the secret of the pickle. 


for sugar curing hams is as follows: 
SUGAR PICKLE. 


Salt ..0% WIT oo. :...-200 pounds 
Crude saltpeter. aka bene ee .-. 5 pounds 
ST GE Ka thakscsev0esdacueees « 7 pounds 


Syrup or New Orleans molasses.. gallons 
Water, sufficient to make.......120 gallotis 
First, have your hogsheads, to contain 120 
gallons of pickle, in good order and well 
cleaned. Then haye a few hogsheads sepa- 
rate from the others in which you make and 
prepare your pickle. Weigh off about 200 
pounds of salt and place it in the hogshead 
and fill it up with water until the same is two- 
thirds full, constantly stirring until the salt 
is entirely dissolved. For each 5 pounds of salt- 
peter and 7 of sal soda, pounded up and 
placed in an iron kettle, add two gallons of 
water, and with slow fire simmer until the in- 
gredients are all dissolved. Take three gal- 
lons of this solution and put it into every 
hogshead of brine you have thus far pre- 
pared, and should there be any remaining di- 
vide it up pro rata among the hogsheads, 
keeping up a constant agitation until the 
whole is thoroughly incorporated. Lastly, 
take nine gallons of molasses and add it to 
each hogshead of pickle, constantly stirring 
until the saccharine matter is perfectly mixed, 
and should the cask not be entirely full add 
Water sufficient, and the brine will be ready 
for use. 

Then:-take the hams as cut at the block 
and sort or divide them into three different 
sizes, viz., small, medium, and large. As they 
are delivered at your salt box, take each ham 
separately and plunge it shank downward 
into the salt, flesh side up, over which you 
sprinkle about one-half ounce of fine saltpeter. 
With the palm of your hands rub the salt- 
peter theronghly into the meat, and in like 
manner afterwards the salt. You then pack 
into the cask, shanks to shanks and butts to 
butts, until the same is full, placing the butts 
of hams downward first, and so on alter- 
nately until the hogshead contains about 850 
pounds. The hams, or whatever kind of meat 
you are packing for cure, are to be braced 
down, so that they will not float or rise to the 
surface; have each size packed in hogsheads 
separate, then pour the pickle over the meat 
until the cask is full and the meat entirely 
submerged. 

In this condition you let the hams remain 
five or six days, then overhaul or change 
from one cask to another, packing them as al- 
ready described, and fill up the cask with the 
same pickle. Continue this overhauling for 
three consecutive times, at intervals of five or 
six days, and then let them remain undis- 
turbed until perfectly cured. Allow small 
hams to remain in pickle thirty days, medium 
forty-five, and large sixty days. 

On removing the cured hams from pickle, 
dip or wash them in hot water, allow to par- 
tially dry, and finally smoke them for eight 
or ten days. Green hickory has been prac- 
tically demonstrated to be best for smoking. 

Shoulders, breakfast bacon, and all other 
pork products are treated in the same manner. 

The following process differs in no impor- 
tant respects from the general principles of 
several of the preceding formulas: 





A formula submitted to the ‘Department 


Hogs, when killed, are first placed in the 
dry réom, and after remaining there from 
three and one-half to four hours they are 
put in the chill room, at a temperature of 28 
to 30° F. for from forty-eight to sixty hours. 
They are next cut up into sides, hams, shoul- 
ders, ete., ready to be cured. 

Dry Salted Meats.—Sides are packed in 
dry salt, and after fifteen days are turned 
and resalted. The complete curing process 
requires from forty to fifty days. 

Long hams are packed in dry salt, with 
four ounces of saltpeter to the hundred- 
weight of meat. These are not resalted, and 
are cured in about thirty days at a tempera- 
ture of from 36° to 38° F. 

Meats for export are packed in borax. 

Pickled Meats.—Hams and shoulders when 
taken from the cutting room are replaced in 
the chill room. They remain there from 
twenty-four to forty-eight hours, so as to be 
thoroughly chilled. They are then packed in 
an SO per cent. solution with four ounces of 
saltpeter and one and one-half pounds of 
sugar to the hundredweight of meat. After 
eight days the meat is turned in the barrels 
in which it is packed, so that the salt will 
be thoroughly distributed. It then remains 
undisturbed until cured. 

Picnic hams and shoulders require from six- 
ty to sixty-five days, and hams from eighty 
to eighty-five days to cure. 

Mess pork is cured in a 100 per cent. salt 
solution and from 10 to 20 pounds rock salt 
to the hundredweight of meat. 

Another packing company submits its proc- 
ess of curing meats in the following terms: 

Beef hams cut into regular sets of three 
pieces, viz., the outside, inside, and knuckle 
pieees.. After being thoroughly chilled, weigh 
220 peunds to the barrel, add 70° salimeter 
test pickle, 10 ounces saltpeter and 3 pints of 
sirup. After forty days’ cure it is ready to 
be smoked. 

Plate Beef.—The plates are cut in three 
pieces, brisket, navel, and rib. Pack 200 
pounds to the barrel; use 30 pounds of coarse 
capping salt, 100° pickle, 10 ounces saltpeter: 
plain cure. 

Extra Mess Beef.—Same cure as plates; 
meat- used, chucks, plates, flanks, and rumps; 
200 pounds to the barrel. 

Canned Beef.—Plain cure; 75° pickle, 6 
ounces salipeter per hundred; after twenty- 
five days’ cure ready to can, 

Pork Hams, Sugar Cured.—<After being 
well chilled they are rubbed with fine salt 
and left standing in the cooler over night. 
Pack them 300 pounds to the tierce, 68° 
strong pickle, 5 pounds granulated sugar, or 
3 quarts Washington butcher sirup. Time 
for curing, fifty days. 

Shoulder and Bacon.—Same cure as hams. 

Short Ribs.—Cured in dry salt, forty days, 
ready for shipment; fifty days, ready for 
smoking. 

The following is a formula generally in use 
for curing standard meats at another abat- 
toir: 

Twenty-three pounds salt, three-quarters 
of a pound saltpeter, three and one-half 
pounds sugar to 300 pounds green meats. 

The hams are then kept in a temperature

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of about 36° to 40° for a period varying from 
seventy to ninety days, when they are ready 
for smoking. They can be smoked in about 
two or three days with hickory wood and 
sawdust used as a fire. 

Dry salted meats are cured with dry salt 
and about the same proportion as _ stated 
above of saltpeter and sugar. They are kept 
in process of curing, varying for the time of 
the year, from thirty to forty days, when 
they can be smoked and put on the market. 
The usual time for smoking dry salt meat is 
from two to three days with hickory wood 
and sawdust. 

The above formulas will cover all meats 
which are put in pickle of such, as hams, 
shoulders, ete. 

Mess pork is cured with full strength brine 
and topped off with clear rock salt. 

Another correspondent writes: 

There are so many varieties and different 
ways in curing the different cuts of meat 
that it is almost impossible for us to know 
where to begin to give you the information 
you desire. 

The time of curing hams depends upon the 
size of the piece of meat. It takes from 
forty-five to ninety days to cure a 12-pound 
to a 20-pound ham. The hogs immediately 
after slaughtering are run into a chill room, 
where the temperature is about 32° twelve 
hours after killing, which temperature is run 
down to 25° to 27° thirty-six hours after 
killing. When the hogs are cut up the hams 
are spread on shelves in temperature of 25° 
to 28°. They are allowed to remain in this 
temperature twenty-four hours, when they 
are taken out and put in pickle made of salt, 
sirup or sugar and water, and allowed to re- 
main in this pickle from ‘forty-five to ninety 
days, depending on the weight of the meat. 
These hams are taken out of the pickle after 
being cured and are either shipped to foreign 
eountries rubbed in borax and packed in boxes 
or smoked and sold to the domestic trade. 

Hspecial importance is attached in the suc- 
ceeding formula to the “cutting” of hams 
with reference both to shape and weight. 

Hogs when dressed hang from forty-five to 
forty-eight hours in an average temperature 
of about 35°. They are then cut up and the 
hams shelved for about twenty-four hours in 
a temperature of about 35°, when they are 
placed in pickle and cured for about sixty 
days before being smoked. 

Standard sweet-pickled hams should be cut 
short and well rounded at the butt, properly 
faced, shank cut off enough above the hock 
joint to expose the marrow, to be reasonably 
uniform in size, and to average in lots not to 
exceed 16 pounds, with no ham to weigh less 
than 12 pounds and none to weigh over 20 
pounds. Three hundred pounds block weight 
shall be placed in each tierce, with either 22 
pounds salt, 3 quarts of good sirup, 12 ounces 
of saltpeter and tierces filled with water, or 
tierce filled with sweet-pickle made according 
to above standard. 

The treatment of the hog and its product 
from the time of delivery to the packing com- 
pany until ready for market is briefly out- 
lined in the subjoined. 

Hogs used for packing purposes are well 
fed and watered from three to five days after 
delivery, then slaughtered and hung in cooler 
for forty-eight hours. They are then cut into 
different parts, which are also hung in cooler 
for forty-eight hours more, placed in tubs in 
cooler with brine composed of water, salt, 
saltpeter and sirup, and left there from sixty 
to eighty days. They are then taken out, 
smoked and sold to the trade. : 

Reference to the importance of allowing 








the animal to become thoroughly cooled be- 
fore slaughtering prefaces the process of cur- 
ing in use by another packing company: 

Allow all hogs to rest for twenty-four hours 
in a pen, in order to have them thoroughly 
eooled out before killing. After hogs are 
killed and thoroughly chilled (it takes at least 
forty-eight hours), they are then cut up into 
the different cuts of either hams, shoulders, 
bellies or sides. 

The hams, shoulders and bellies are cured 
in sweet pickle, which is composed of sugar, 
salt, saltpeter and water, thereby making a 
brine. The meats are packed in a tierce, cov- 
ered with this brine, and then are allowed to 
remain in cure from forty-five to sixty days, 
the same depending upon the weight before 
being smoked. 

After these meats are smoked they are 
ready for the trade. The dry salt meats are 
packed in cellars in piles, and between each 
layer of meat is thoroughly sprinkled a large 
quantity of salt. They are then allowed to 
cure from twenty to forty days, depending 
on size of meat, and after being thoroughly 
cured in this manner they are ready for the 
market. 


Another response to the inquiries of the 
Department, different in a few particulars 
from the above, is: 

All hogs are allowed to rest in pen from 
four days to one week before being slaugh- 
tered. After they are slaughtered they go 
in chill room for forty-eight hours; they are 
then cut in different parts, and these are put 
in chill room for forty-eight hours more. 
Hams, shoulders and bacon are then placed 
in tierees and a pickle composed of salt, salt- 
peter and sirup is put on them. They are left 
in this pickle from sixty to eighty days, then 
taken out, smoked, and sold to the trade. 

This formula, used by a Western packing 
company, has been submitted: 

For sweet pickled meats take a pickle of 
90° Baumé test and add thereto the usual 
amounts of saltpeter and granulated sugar. 
The joints placed in this pickle are shifted 
two or three times during the process of cure 
and are kept in the pickle from fifty to ninety 
days, in accordance with the weight of the 
product; or, in other words, for picnic hams 
about 50 days, for New York shoulders about 
sixty days, for hams from 75 to 90 days, in 
accordance with their average weight. 

For white-brine cure the process is similar, 
excepting that a clear pickle of 100° Baumé 
test is used on the meat with the addition of 
a little saltpeter without the sugar. 

A recipe for curing meats both in pickle 
and dry salt is as follows: 

To 1,000 pounds hams thoroughly chilled 
make a pickle of the best Liverpool ground 
salt of 85° strength, to which add 15 pounds 
granulated sugar and 10 ounces saltpeter. 
For dry salt meats use the same proportion 
salt, saltpeter and sugar, rubbed carefully 
into the ham after being thoroughly chilled 
and dried. 





FORMULA FOR CURING PORK, HAMS, 
MESS BEEF, MESS PORK, ETC.

Temperature 85° to 40°. 

Pickle, 80 to 100 per cent. salt. 

Saltpeter, 6 ounces per 100 pounds meat. 

Sugar, 3 pounds per 100 pounds meat. 

Overhaul fifth, fifteenth and thirtieth day. 

Cure, seventy to one hundred days. 
PLATE, EXTRA MESS BEEF, MESS 

PORK, ETC. 

Use pickle 100 per cent. salt. 

Saltpeter, 6 ounces per 100 pounds meat. 

Capping additional, 10 to 25 pounds per 
barrel. 

Overhaul fifth, fifteenth and thirtieth day. 
or thirty-five days thereafter. 


DRY-SALT CURE-SIDES, SHOULDERS, 
BACKS, ETC. 
Rub in dry salt, sprinkle lightly saltpeter. 
Overhaul fifth and twentieth day. 
Cure, forty to sixty days, according to size. 


MEATS FOR POTTED HAM. 

Pickle, 80 per cent. 

Saltpeter, three-fourths of an ounce per 100 
pounds of meat. 

A process similar to many others received 
by the Department is as follows: 

Twenty-five pounds of salt, 5 pounds granu- 
lated sugar, three-fourths of a pound nitrate 
of potash. This quantity is used for 500 
pounds of hams. The products are overhauled 
three or four times and remain in pickle, ac- 
cording to size, viz.: 10-pound ham, forty 
days; 15-pound ham, sixty days; 20-pound 
ham, seventy-two days. All other products 
are treated in like manner. 

Another process is as follows: 

The hogs hang in chill room for three days 
before being cut up. The hams are then put 
in pickle of 70 per cent. in winter, and 76 per 
cent. in summer. To every 300 pounds of 
hams are added three-fourths of a pound of 
saltpeter and 4 pounds of sugar. They are 
allowed to stay in this from sixty to ninety 
days, according to size, and are then washed, 
hung in the smokehouse for twenty-four 
hours, and are ready for the market. 

Another formula: The best fine salt, 21 
pounds; saltpeter, 8 ounces; sugar, 5 pounds 
to 290 pounds of green hams; mild cure. 

Meat should be properly cooled and han- 
dled, say three, five and ten days, and remain 
in pickle sixty days. This depends on the 
size of the ham or piece. 


IMPORTED SOAPS. 


The new tariff bill makes it impossible for 
foreign soap makers to successfully compete 
with the domestic makes, owing to the in- 
creased duty.

SODIUM CHLORIDE IN SOAP.—The 
amount of sodium chloride present in a 
sample of soap may be determined in the 


aqueous liquor which is obtained in the titra- 
tion for alkali with standard sulphuric acid. 
This may be done either volumetrically o1 
gravimetrically. In the volumetric 
the liquid is neutralized with 
which is free from chloride, then a few drops 
of a solution of pure potassium chromate are 
added, and the liquid titrated with a normal 
solution of silver nitrate until a permanent 
orange or reddish color is obtained. The 
number of ¢.c. of silver solution used, multi- 
plied by 0.0585, gives the amount of sodium 
chloride present in the soap. 

If it be desired to determine the chloride 
gravimetrically, then the aqueous solution is 
heated to the boil, and sufficient of a solution 
of silver nitrate added to precipitate all the 
chloride as silver chloride; the precipitate is 
collected on a filter, well washed, dried, burnt 
in a porcelain crucible, and weighed. The 
weight of silver chloride so found, multiplied 
by 0.407, gives the weight of sodium chloride 
in the soap.

Its 
presence may be detected by the Fehling 
test, as follows: The aqueous solution of the 
soap, after the fat has been separated, is 
boiled for half an hour with a few drops of 
sulphuric acid; the solution is then neutral-

It is 
obvious that if both starch and sugar be 
present, both would be found by the Fehling 
test, and they must be differentiated by other 
tests; but it is extremely unlikely that both

When both sugar and glycerine are present 
in a soap, the best method of working con- 
sists in evaporating the aqueous solution 
down, then treating the residue with a mix- 
ture of volume of chloroform with two 
volumes of aleohol, which dissolves out the 
glycerine, the solution is evaporated on the 
water bath, and the residual glycerine 
weighed. The sugar may be estimated in the 
residue left by the alcohol and chloroform; 
it is dissolved in water, and the sugar deter- 
mined by Fehling’s test in the manner de- 
scribeu above.

Perhaps it would be better to be more ex- 
plicit with regard to the reference to im- 
proper molding which appeared at the close 
of article No. 4. However perfectly formed 
a molding machine may be, whether actu 
ated by compressed air, steam, or hydraulic 
power, it is capable of turning out very irreg- 
ular work according to the methods pursued 
by the operative. For illustration: If the 
wheeled distributing box which contains the 
meats is not brought clear to the end of the 
hollow space in the measuring frame, an im- 
perfectly formed cake will be the result. Or, 
as sometimes happens, if the operative runs 
the distributing box once clear to the end 
and the second time only three-fourths of the 
distance, the material will be more dense in 
that part which was twice covered by the 
discharging box. The material thus deposited 
on the measuring frame having received its 
preliminary formation may appear uniform on 
the surface, although such is not the case in 
reality, and while the dense portion will re- 
ceive its due pressure it will be impossible 
for same to be applied to the remaining part. 
The drawbacks resulting from this are three- 
fold. In the first place, when an imperfectly 
pressed charge is placed in the hydraulic 
press, the plates or boxes of the latter are

MR. GANZ WRITES FROM BUDA- 
PEST, HUNGARY. 


Hungary’s Hog Industry So Devastaled by Cholera 
that that Country Has Become a Large Buyer 
of American Lard and Bacon and Oleo Oil.— 
The Bulk of the Business in Austria and Hungary 
Done by Armour & Co.—Sausages of Excellent 
Quality Made in Large Quantities in Hungary.— 
Cottonseed Oil Not Much of an Article as Yet.— 
Something About the New Apparatus for Drying 
Seed.—Goose Grease a Competitor of Lard.— The 
Austrian and Hungarian Governments Jealous to 
Maintain Their Rich Agricultural Countries and 
Get Al ng Without Aid from Competitors. 


Budapest, Hungary, June 23, 1897. 

Since writing you last I have traversed the 
southern part of Germany, have stopped for 
some time at Austria’s beautiful capital, 
Vienna, aud arrived here by way of the 
river Danube last Saturday. In former 
years the possibilities of importing Ameri- 
can agricultural products into <Austria- 
Hungary were very small since Hungary is 
not alone a very large and fertile agricultural 
country, but she borders on other countries 
which have, like her, enormous herds of cat- 
tle, horses, hogs, geese and other animals. 
We passed these flocks in great numbers and 
could plainly observe them in the fields from 
the deck of our steamer. 


For two or three years hog cholera, how- 
ever, has devastated Hungary's hog industry, 
and has reduced the available quantity in 
such numbers that not only has Hungary 
ceased to be a competitor of the United States 
in Austria and Germany, but has also be- 
come a large buyer of American lard and 
bacon. In addition to this, Austria-Hungary 
is and has been for years, a buyer of Amer- 
ican oleo oil in the Rotterdam market. 


Lard pays a duty of 16 florins gold (20 flor- 
ins silver) per 100 kilo (225 pounds Ameri- 
can), just double what it was twenty years 
ago, when also, owing to peculiar circum- 
stances, it paid to import from the United 
States. Bacon likewise is taxed with 16 flor- 
ins gold ($8) per 100 kilo, or about 4 cents 
per pound. Nevertheless there is at present 
a fine opening for American packers in this 
direction here. If it were possible to pack 
heavy bacon and sides loosely in salt in New 
York on board ship going to Fiume, 
Hungary, or to Trieste, Austria, and to take 
it out there and put it into the cars in the 
same manner, an enormous business could be 





done in this commodity. 
So far the bulk of the business done in 
Austria and Hungary is done by the Ham- 


burg agents of Armour & Co., who have sub 
agents and traveling salesmen all over the 
empire, without meeting much American com 
petition. Several cars of American bacor 
were stopped by the Austrian authorities at 
Vienna recently, but were finally released 
after a protest made by the American Con 
sul there. The claim was made that it was 
on account of an unsatisfactory report of the 
veterinary and sanitary surgeon, as well as 
for the reason that the bacon had not come 
to Austria in original packages. Both asser 
tions were found to be untenable, and so the 
goods were released, with the distinct state- 
ment on the part of the Austrian Department 
of the Interior that this should constitute no 
precedent. Shippers to this country are espe 
cially advised that the Hungarian Govern- 
ment is favoring the port of Fiume by giving 
for foreign shipments arriving at said port 
especially low rates to the interior, while the 
Austrian Government in turn favors Trieste. 





Sausages, especially salami, are made in 
large quantities and are of excellent quality. 
Meats are of the very best kind, but propor- 
tionately dearer than in the United States. 
Poultry is in great profusion, of fine quality, 
but is brought to market alive only. 
poultry is not known here, and people as a 
rule would not buy it. Butter is sweet, of 
fine color and quality, but, nevertheless, 
a number of butterine factories are in exist- 
ence, and prosperous at that. 


Dressed 


Cottonseed oil is not much of an article as 
yet, although the same is brought from the 
United States, England and Egypt. I am 
informed that some mills will be built at 
Trieste for the purpose of crushing Egyptian 
seed. ~ 

With the new apparatus for the purpose of 
drying seed and preparing same in such a 
manner that the oil can be pressed out of 
sume after several months (which is now 
advertised in “The National Provisioner’), 
the erection of mills in Europe is very likely. 

Hungarians and Austrians are very fastid- 
ious in their tastes, since they live in a land 
of plenty and can have everything choice and 
fresh in the same manner as we have it in 
the United States. 

It may interest the American public that 
with the abundance of geese in Hungary 
goose grease is a large and speculative arti- 
cle of commerce, and a competitor of lard. A 
big business is done also in livers, which are 
cooked and shipped in lots of several hundred 
imbedded in goose grease. To ship cooked 
meats in grease or fat is an old French 
method, and known to all culinary experts. 

The Austrian as well as the Hungarian de- 
partments of agriculture are very jealous to 
maintain their rich agricultural countries in- 
dependent from the United States, and other

$750,000. The duty on Mexican cattle under 
the new tariff will range from $4 to $6 per 
head, while the old duty averaged $1.50 per 
head. 

* July hogs at South Omaha averaged three 
pounds lighter than a month ago and a year 
ago. 

* Swift and Company have purchased about 
one and one-third acres of land directly south 
of their South Omaha plant. A rendering 
works now occupy a dilapidated building on 
this tract, which, it is understood, will be re- 
moved. The Swift company owns four acres 
directly south of the Oberne tract and also a 
piece of ground west of it, the purchase being 
made that all of the Swift property might be 
together. 

* The Stock Journal, Sydney, Australia, 
says: Day by day comes the cry “No rain.” 
Sheep and cattle are dying in thousands; tales 
of ruin are already filling the air. There need 
be no mistake about the fact that we are in 
the midst of a fearful drought, and the men 
who pull any stock through will be lucky, in- 
deed. We have had droughts before, many of 
them, but already we seem to be nearing the 
record. The winter’s frosts are on us in 
many places now; there will be no grass in 
the spring, even if the rain comes now, and 
the prospects are simply ghastly. Things are 
more serious than you can imagine. Fancy 
railing lucerne hay from Sydney, Maitland 
and Bathurst, to feed starving sheep, at £5 
10s. per ton on rail at Forbes. To this add 


carriage to the stations and the hay is over 
£6 to the ton and, as it is no use giving sheep 
less than six ounces per diem, you may 
readily calculate what expense it is putting 
on the sheep. One man has lost 9,000 out of 
10,000; another small man had 2,000 and now 
has 400. On most of the runs there are from 
five to twenty men doing nothing else but 
skinning. We could quote some startling 
facts, but time won’t permit just now. 

* For the past several years the summer 
run of hogs has been so small that the pack- 
ers could not get enough to keep their plants 
going, but this year the supply is compara- 
tively liberal. The market for hogs is in good 
condition and farmers are realizing a good 
profit on feed stuffs marketed in the shape of 
swine. 

* There is going to be a good demand for 
eattle for the feed lots this fall, says the 
Texas Stockman, if the cotton crop comes up 
to present expectations. 

* The Kansas lines in the Trans-Missouri 
Freight Association have agreed to change 
the existing freight rates on live stock from 
dollars per carload to cents per cwt. This 
change is to take effect Aug. 10. Similar 
rates were in force early last year, but in 
April were ordered discontinued by the Board 
of Railroad Commissioners, and the old 
charges by the carload ordered applied. One 
Kansas road has refused to make this new 
rate, and its action may defeat the entire 
plan.

* Reviewing the changes in live stock in 
England the past sixty years the Mark Lane 
Express, London, says: “Oxen are now no 
longer worked, and this has had a marvelous 
effect on grazing; steers, being bred entirely 
to serve beef making, are of far better 
quality and much smaller boned. Early ma- 
turity is now all the rage, and, indeed, if 
farmers are able to compete at all with their 
American competitors, it must be by produc- 
ing baby beef. The change in dairy cattle 
has been quite great. Those who recollect the 
sort of cows kept in many districts in the 
thirties will endorse the fact that not a few 
were thick hided, stare-coated, ugly brutes, 
almost impossible to graze when out of 
profit.” 

* From the Iowa weather and crop service 
we have received the following statement 
with regard to a discovery indicating the real 
cause of hog cholera: “Too much corn at too 
low a price accounts for the fact that Iowa 
lost 2,192,592 hogs last year by cholera. Plain 
faets and figures prove that the theory is as 
solid ag the rocks. Any man can take the 
tables sent out by the crop service and cast 
up the results for himself. He will find the 
situation: to be exactly as reported. Where 
the corn crop was small, relatively to the 
other crops, and where hogs were fed on by- 
products, slops and other remains from gen- 
eral farming, there the losses by cholera 
were smallest. Where the corn product was 
the big product and other grains were raised 
in comparatively small acreage, the 
were very heavy, because corn was cheap, 
was fed in great quantities 
little else.”’

G. W. P., PHILADELPHIA.—You will 
find the following a very good recipe for ham, 
chicken and tongue sausage: Take 10 ID of 
pork, 4 Ib of veal, 2 Tb of ox tongue, 4 ID of 
fat, 2 ID of ground rice, 2 ID of scalded sau- 
sage meal and 12 oz. of seasoning. Add there- 
to a quantity of chicken meat, salt, ete. Cut 
into small squares, mix in the scalded rice 
adding the sau- 
sage meal and other ingredients. Chop very 
fine and fill into casings, then boil for one 
hour at a temperature of 200° F., and dye 
as noted for bolognas. 

M. B. P., LOUISVILLE.—As regards your 
query in relation to bulking meats (where 
practicable,) it is not necessary to bulk high 
in first salt, but upon rebulking bulk high and 
close for every reason. Backs and bellies may 
be bulked and well rubbed, rebulked inside a 
week and process repeated. Regular shoulders 
may be treated the same as backs and bellies, 
except that as a precautionary measure they 
may be pumped and a little nitrate of soda 
seattered over blood vein.

Friday Evening.—The market is strong and 
advancing.

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PROHIBITION OF MARGARINE IN 
MARTINIQUE. 


A law has just been promulgated regarding 
the manufacture and sale of oleomargarine, 
writes Consul Tucker, from Martinique, under 
date of June 15, which is calculated to drive 
the American product entirely out of that 
market. 

This law was passed by the Senate and 
Chamber of Deputies at Paris, France, on 
April 16, 1897, and promulgated in the island 
referred to May 29, 1897. 

Unless this matter be made known through 
the agency of the Department continues the 
Consul, great loss will ensue to our shippers 
and manufacturers, as the margarine will be 
seized here upon its arrival for violation of 
the law. There are at present a great num- 
ber of cases held in the custom house which 
arrived here before the promulgation of the 
law and which can not now be disposed of. 

The substance of the law is as follows: 

It is forbidden to designate or expose, sell, 
import, or export under the name of butter, 
with or without any qualification, any prod- 
uct which is not exclusively made of milk 
or cream, or both, with or without salt or 
coloring (article 1). 

All alimentary substances other than but- 
ter, whatever may be their origin, extraction 
or composition, which have the same appear- 
ance as butter and are used in the same way, 
must be called margarine. Margarine must 
never receive any coloring matter (article 2). 

It is forbidden to any one manufacturing 
or preparing butter to make or hold or let 
any one else make or hold margarine on his 
premises. This applies to consignees, mer- 
chants, or retailers of butter. Margarine can 
be introduced into markets only in places 
designated by the municipal authorities. The 
quantity of butter contained in margarine 
can not exceed 10 per cent. (article 3). 

Premises in which margarme is deposited 
must bear a notice to that effect. Barrels, 
cases, and all receptacles of margarine must 
have on every side, in visible and indelible 
letters, the word “margarine” or “oleomar- 


garine.” The materials employed in making 
the product must be indicated by labels 
or invoices from the manufacturers or 
retailers. In the wholesale business, the 
case must also have in visible letters, 
the name and address of the merchant. 
In exports of margarine the manufacturer is 
authorized to add to his trade-mark that of 
the purchaser, on condition that his mark 
shall bear in visible letters the word “margar- 
ine.” When retailed margarine must be 
sold in the shape of cubie loaves, marked, 
and having the wrappers marked with the 
word “margarine,” and the name and ad- 
dress of the vendor (articles 5 and 9). 

In accounts, bills, bills of lading, railway 
receipts, contracts of sale and delivery, and 
all other documents concerning trade in mar- 
gaurine the goods must be expressly desig- 
nated. Inspectors have the right to enter 
premises where margarine is made or sold 
and take samples for examination. They 
can also take samples in the custom houses 
and railway stations (articles 12 and 13). 

Infringement of the law will be punished 
by imprisonment of from six days to three 
months and by fine of from 100 to 5,000 
frances ($19.30 to $965). Carriers or forward- 
ing companies who infringe the law will be 
liable to a fine of from 50 to 500 frances 
($9.65 to $96.50) (article 16). 

The law applies to Algeria and the colonies 
(article 24).
